THE EMPEROR'S PLAN TO GERMANIZE 
ALSACE-LORRAINE. 


France Urges Russia to Join Her in Oppo 
sition to the Driebund-—The Cahensly 
Project Discussed at the Vatican— 
Bloodless Revolution in Argentine— 
Events in the Old World. 


BERLIX, June 80.—The German Kaiser has 
just visited Heligoiand on the way to Hol- 
lana. He was received with the greatest en- 
thusiasm on the littie island. Oount Walder- 
see, who accompanied the Kaiser by special 
invitation, took a scientific view of the island 
with regard to Its situation as a military out- 
post of the North Sea. The Empress joined 
the Kaiser at Heligoland for the voyage to 
Holland on board the Hohenzoliern. The 
Austrian Kaiser returned to Vienna yester- 
day, aftera most pleasant experience. The 
Emperor sailed offon his yacht, the Mira- 
more. He witnessed some night maneuvers 
ofthe Austrian fieet and then started for 
Vienna. 

Dnring the visit of the German Kaiser to 
Holiand, he will take advantage of the op- 
portunity to tnguire into severa! long-pend- 
ing questions, including the renewal of the 
commercial treaty between Holland and 
France, the regulation of the Ehine and the 
Salmon Convention. 

The German Kaiser will arrive in Amster- 
dam to-morrow. He will occupy the left wing 
of the palace on Damsquare and the Empress 
will occupy the appartments of the Queen 
regent of Holland, at the back of the »bulld- 
ing. The members of the Imperial suite will 

be accommodated, some in the palace and at 
adjacent hotels. 

The Kaiser hason foot a scheme to intro- 
@uce in Alsace-Lorraine a strong German 
element by"inducing wealthy Germans tc buy 
large estates offered for sale in those prov- 
inces and settle them with German tenants. 

Reports are again afioat in Berlin, this 
time, it is belleved with excellent founda- 
tion, that Count Von Munster will soon retire 
from Paris. The Kaiser has never been able 
to forgive the Count forthe humiliation to 
which his mother was subjected while tn 
France, and a change inthe embassy has 
only been a matter of time. Maj.-Gen. Ceunt 
Von Wedel has been, it is stated, requested 
by the Kaiser to accept the post, and wil re- 
ceive the appointment at no distant date. 

Emperor William left the Island of Helgo- 
land this morning on the steamship Prince 
Bismarck: The vessel carrying the Enmper- 
or’s party was escorted by two German ton- 
clads. Previous to the departure of the 
Prinee Bismarck the tronclads fired imperial 
salutes. 


THE CAHENSLY PROJECT. 


POLITICO- RELIGIOUS QUESTIONS UNDEE CON- 
SIDERATION AT THE VATICAN. 

Rome, June 30.—A report of the impretsion 
created in this country Dy the Cahensly pro- 
ject has been ordered by Pope Leo, whose 
action will largely be guided by the impres- 
sion the report makes inthiscountry. The 
Pope has also put in force a civil service 
law regarding the make-up of his Depart- 
ment of State, which has exclusive control 
of all politico-religious questions in which 
the Catholic Church is interested. The de- 
partment at present is in charge of a secre- 
tary and under-secretary. Hereafter all per- 
s0ns connected with it wili be forced to pass 
an examination botb oral and written. 

An effort is now, itis understood, being 
made to establish a union of Catholic banks 
in the large cities of Europe. The arguments 
put forth to sustain the scheme are to the 
effect that most of the large financial institu- 
tions in Europe now handling Catholic funds 
are controlled Dy Hebrews and Protestants. 
It is understood that the parties backing the 
idea approached the Holy See and made an 
attempt to get the Pope’s indorsement, who, 
of course, refused to entertain the idea o/ 
identifying himself with it at present.

, ARGENTINE REVOLUTION. 

BUENOS AYRES, June 30.—All the infinential 
people of the province support the bloodless 
revolution which, as announced in these dis- 
patches of June 2, has broken out in the 
Province of Santiago, where Senor Delestero, 
the President, has been arrested and forced 
to sign his resignation. Troops have been 
dispatched to the disturbed province, and in 
addition a Government commission has 
started for the scene of the troubles in order 
to arrange the differences which have caused 
the forced resignation of President Delestero.

These returns make a 
great change in the balance of the parties, 
the Ministerials numbering 51 members, the 
Opposition 53, the Labor party 26 and the In- 
dependents, 3. 


PRINCE OF WALES. 

Lowpor, June 30.—As evidence of the popu- 
larity of the Prince of Wales it may be stated 
that the recent levee held by the Prince was 
one of the most brilliant ever held in Queen 
Victoria’s reignand was attended by more 
than the usual number of the better class of 
nobility. The Prince appeared in the best of 
spirits and had evidently’ made up his mind 
to be more democratic in the future. He 
smiled in his winning way, and there was an 
utter absence of the stolid hauteur which the 
Prince used to wear on such occasions.

THE RAILROADS. 


Effect of the Alton’s Eecent Cut in 
Rates. 


New Yor«, June #.—The ‘‘scalpers’*" who 
act as ticket agents for the Alton Railroad in 
this city have been notified that the reduced 
rates over that road from Chicago to Kansas 
City and St. Louls were in force. The rates 
now made are $10 from Chicago to Kansas 
City and $8 to 8t. Louis. This will makea 
reduction in the fare from New York to the 
points named as well as to other Western cities 
via the Alton road, of $1.75. Passengers who 
desire to journey over the Alton are supplied 
with tickets reading over any of the trunk 
lines to Chicago, and with orders on the Alton 
ofhce in that city for tickets to their objective 
points. The entire reduction is borne by the 
Alton road. As yet no change has been made 
in the through rates by the Eastern roads 
who agreed last April to boycott the Alton for 
paying commissions. The Western competi- 
tors, however, have been authorized to meet 
the rates locally. 


The local officials of the Eastern roads are 
not disturbed by the Alton’s action in noti- 
fying its New York ticket agents that the re- 
duced rates from Chicago to Kansas City and 
St. Louis are in force. 

Mr. Franze Chandler, General Passenge 
and Ticket Agent, was shown the telegram 
announcing the Alton’s action and said: 
‘*The Wabash will not meet the cut, at least 
not of §itse’f, for our will

be entirely influenced by the action of 
our Eastern connections.’ 


Mr. Wm. F. Snyder, General Western Agent 
of the Bee Line, was seen and said: ‘*The 
notice of the Alton road will have no effect 
upon the rates of the Eastern roads what- 
ever. The boycott precludes the Alton from 
all through Eastern business. Ifa orgeage sort 
bought from a New York Alton agent a ticket 
to Kansas City via St. Louls, for instance, 
the agent would be obliged to buy from what- 
ever £astern road the nger wished to 
travel over a regular 1 fare ticket to St. 
Louis. Thenthe passenger would be given a 
ticket over the Alton to Kansas City; and 
here is where the $1.75 reduction comesin. -It 
has no bearing on the Eastern traffic what- 
ever.’’

CHILIAN HORRORS. 


Execution of the Crew of the Insurgent 
Torpedo Boat Gualda. 


PRISONERS TORTURED BY BALMACEDA’S 
INHUMAN SOLDIERS. 


Scourged and Made to Walk on Red-Hot 
Irons and Their Flesh Pricked With 
Needles—Brutal Treatment of Defense- 
less Women—Hatred of English and 
Americans. 


New Yorx, June 90.—A correspondent at 
Santiago, writing on Decoration Day, May 
30, says: In the United States this day is dedi- 
cated to remembrances of the dead who fell 
fighting for the Union. In Chili this is the 
day upon which scores of men were shot by 
their brethren. In this city the shooting of 
the officers and sailors of the torpedo launch 
Gualda was the special feature of the whole- 
sale execution. The men were placed in one 
of the large rooms of the jail last night, and 
those who desired to confess did so. Atone 
side on a table was a silver crucifix between 
two candles. The heart-broken sobs of the 
prisoners intermingled with the low tones of 
the priest, who on his bended knees exhorted 
the condemned men. Even the stern, rough 
soldiers of Balmaceda, who wereon guard, 
could not repress tears. All the night the 
solemn ceremony continued. 

It was scarcely daybreak when the shrill 
notes of a bugle were heard. Soon six com- 
panies of infantry were in linein the prison 
yard. An officer quickly ascended the steps 
leading to the capllla, asthe room is called, 
and handed the officer on guard a document. 
It was the sentence and order of execution, 
which was read, and then the funeral pro- 
cession was formed. As the prisoners 
stepped outof the room each was put be- 
tween two grim soldiers. When all had been 
thus placed the procession moved out of the 
prison and was met by two companies of 
mounted men, formed intwo long lines be- 
tween the men on foot, and proceeded to the 
place of; execution. There was not a soul 
in the streets. 

THE EXECUTION. 

On arriving atthe place troops formed in 
hollow square and a section of sharp- 
shooters took position opposite 
the condemned men. Nota muscle of their 
faces moved, by no sign did they betray the 
least emotion. They did not seem to realize 
that these men whom they were inthe next 
minute to send to their graves were their 
brethren. 

After the prisoners had Kissed the crucifix 
their hands were tied behind them and then 
the command ‘‘Prepare—Aim—fFire’’ rang 


A Close volley, little puffs of smoke and the 
execution was accomplished. About a dozen 
men had been sent into eternity because they 
espoused the cause of liberty as they under- 
stood it. 

This butchery, for that is what the shoot- 
Ing is called, has not only caused indignation 
among the friends of the dead, but also 
among Balmaceda’s ardent defenders. The 
dead sailors and officers were in charge of 
the steam torpedo launch Gualda in Val- 
paraiso Bay. One night the commander pro- 
posed to his crew to desert and go over to the 
Constitutional party. All acquiesced except 
one, and before steaming out of the bay he 
was landed. He notified the authorities at 
once and the Almirante Lynch was sent in 
pursuit. At Papudo the Lynch caught up 
with the launch and quickly captured it. 

The men were put in irons and taken back 
to Valparaiso, whence they were sent to 
Santiago. There they were thrown into 
prison. One by one they were tortured by 
the brutal keepers. They were literally made 
to go without food and water for two and 
three daysatatime. The celisto which the 
men were assigned were reeking with filth 
and vermin. On the day on which they were 
brought out to meet their doom they were so 
weak that they had to be assisted to walk, or 
they would have fallen. Their faces were 
haggard and a deadly pallor overspread their 
features, showing what hunger and suffering 
had done. 

PRISONERS SUFFER TORTURE. 

The torture to which prisoners are sub- 
jected by Balmaceda’s agents almost passes 
belief Aman without thinking gives vent 
to hisopinion ofthe dictator, and he is next 
day missed from his accustomed haunts.One, 
two, three days, a whole week passes, and 
still ‘nothing is heard from him. A close 
scrutiny of one ofthe celis in the prison will 
without doubt reveal the missing man. If he 
isa person who possesses a secret the usual 
course pursued embraces flogcing with raw- 
hide whips, pummeling of hands with mal- 
lets, striking the body with thin sticks, and 
depriving him of food and water. Several 
instances have come to my knowledge. 

Aman named Julio 8. Toro lived with his 
wife and daughter in this city. One 
night a Sergeant and some soldiers went to 
his house and asked Toro to follow them. 
He did so, was taken to jail and locked up. 
No excuse or reason was given him for this 
arrest. Early mext morning he was taken 
before the Warden, who questioned him as to 
the hiding place of Juan Boza, one of the in- 
surgent chiefs. Toro told him he did not 
know, whereupon he was taken into the yard,

PREPARING FOR BATTLE. 

Information reaches here that the insur- 
gents have about 10,000 men in Inquique, and 
that they are only waiting for the word to 
march to Coquimbo and the South. Balma- 
ceda fears this, and sO extraordinary activity 
reigns here. The troops are put through the 
manual of arms every day, and whole regi- 
ments of artillery have been sent to reinforce 
Coqaimbo and Valparaiso. In the gun shops 
and powder magazines work is pushed day 
and night. Shells are filled, and every prep 
aration made toreceive a tormidable enemy. 
Balmaceda feels weary, and it is whispered 
he is losing heart because ont of eight impor- 
tant engagements he has won only one. The 
sinking of the Blanco Encalado was really no 
extraordinary feat of bravery, as the ship 
was wholly unprepared for an attack, and 
half her crew were on land. 

The insurgents are going ahead in a busi- 
ness-like manner. Augusto Matte has been 
appointed Ministerto France and England, 
Gonazlo Monta to Bolivia, Javir Solar to 
lima, Abraham Koenig to Buenos Ayres and 
Pedro Montt to the United States. A telegram 
received ip the war department to-day states 
that the government torpedo boats Lynch 
and Condell attacked the Cochrane, Huas- 
car, Mayathana and Aconcagqua, but that 
they fied, and, owing to their superior speed, 
eluded the insurgent cruisers. The fight 
lasted about an hour and a half, and the 
cruisers were little damaged. They returned 
to Valparaiso. 

JOURNALISTS SHOT. 

Balmaceda is much incensed at the press. 
Every journalist whom he can order to be 
shot is promptly killed. It ts probable that 
one of the generalsin command of the in- 
surgents in their march against this city 
will be Gen. Zavala, an old veteran and very. 
popular with the army. Admiral Viel has 
resigned the position of Intendante of Val- 
paraiso. Itisg said he will assume personal 
command of the government fieet. Presi- 
dent Balmaceda is very much worried about 
the vessels now in France for he 1s afraid the 
insurgents wil in some way ie get 
hold of them. All negotiations 
for peace have ended and  insur- 
gent commissioners have gone back to 
Iquigue on the French cruiser Volta. Balma- 
ceda, as soon as the negotiations had ended, 
tried totake them, claiming that the pass- 
ports were not in force from the moment the 
negotiations ceased. The French Minister at 
once put the commissioners on board the 
Volta, cleared her decks for action and sent 
word to Balmaceda that if he wanted the in- 
surgent commissioners he could come and 
take them, but they would have to fight for 
them. A desperate battle is expected to occur 
soon, probably in the vicinity of Coquimbo. 


ENVOY MONTT IN WASHINGTON. 

Wasnixctos, D. C., June #9.—It is now said 
that Dom Pedro WMontt, @se Chilian Odh- 
gressional envoy will not be received by the 
United States. Government, and no official 
recognition granted to him and his asso- 
ciliates. The adoption of this course, it is 
stated, is besed on a precedent established 
during the civil war, when Secretary of 
State Seward instructed Great Britain and 
France that should those countries receive 
certain Confederate envoys the United States 
would at once break off diplomatic relations. 


THE RAGING MISSOURL 


It Passes the Danger Line at Kansas 
City. 

Kawsas CrTy, Mo., June 30.—The river at 
this point continued to rise slowly all last 
night and this morning, passing the danger 
line and flooding the lower part of the bot- 
tom lands. The condition of the tracks 
across the river at the approach of the Han- 
nibal & St. Joseph Ratiroad is unchanged, 
the washing out of the dyke last night hav- 
ing relieved the pressure to such an extent 
that no further damage was done to the 
railroads. 

The entire town of Hariemis under water 
up to the first floorsof the houses, with the 
exception of where the houses are built on 
knolis. 

The street car line running to Midway has 
suspended operations as the tracks are under 
water for the entire distance. 

Reports from various points along the river 
to the United States Signal Office here 
show that the rise is about over and the river 
will begin falling here sometime this after- 


noon. 

At Manhattan and St. Joseph the river is 
falling stightiy. In West Kansas City the 
water has overfiowed the low lands to such 
an extent that many families have been com- 
pelied to seek safer quarters, but the damage 
to property has been slight.

Executed for the Murder of Samuel 
Morgan in Indian Territory.

Hallinger Gets a New Lease of Life— 
White Cap Outrages in Indiana and 
Dilinois—Daring Black Robbers—EKilled 
at a Church Door—Encounter With 
Tramps. 


Fr. Suirn,Ark., June 30.—Boudinot Orump- 
ton, alias Bud Burris, was hung by the United 
States authorities in the jail yard this morn- 
ing. Atanearly hour the condemned man 
was shaved and dressed in a new suit of 
clothes, Relatives called and bade him good- 
bye, and at l0a.m.the death warrant was 
read tothe prisoner in his cefl. About 208 
spectators witnessed the hanging. 

Crumpton made a statement on the gal- 
lows, saying whisky had brought him to his 
present condition, and warned those present 
when they took a glass of liquor to look in it 
and they would see there the hangman’s 
noose. He protested his innocence to the 
last, saying that his enemies had sworn his 
life away and the real mufderer would some 
day be apprehended. His spiritual adviser, 
the Rev. Williams, pastor of the M. E. 
Church, read a few verses from the New Tes- 
tament and offereda fervent prayer for the 
doomed man. 

The black cap was adjusted and at 10:23 the 
trap was sprung and the victim shot into 
space. His neck was broken and in six 
minutes the attending physician pronounced 
life extinct. The body was taken down and 
placed in a cheap pine coffin. The relatives 
took charge of it and will inter the remains 
at Brages, I. T., in the family burying 
ground, 

Crumpton was known in the Indian Terri- 
tory as Bud Burris. He hadarecordas a 
guarrelsome man when under the infuence of 
whisky. Hiscrime was the murder of Sam- 
vel Morgan in 1889. 


HALLINGER’S LEASE OF LIFE.

WHIPPED BY WHITE CAPS. 


A BRUTAL OUTRAGE PERPETRATED IN CRAW- 
FORD COUNTY, IND. 

New ALBANY, Ind., June #.—There was 
another brutal whipping by White Caps in 
Crawford County Sunday morning, in which 
a young woman of 18 years was one of the 
victims. Wm. McGaire and his 18-year-old 
step-daughter live near Leavenworth, the 
county seat of Crawford Couuty. They were 
reported to be iivingin adultery, Dut there 
was no proof of this charge. 

About 0 o’clock Supday morning twenty 
masked White Caps, all armed with revolv- 
ers, wentto the McGuire residence, broke 
down the door and seized McGuire, who is 
50 years old, and the stepdaughter, dragged 
them to the woods and tied them face fore- 
most to the trees. Then the clothing of both 
victims was lowered to the hips and the 
White Caps commenced the cruel work of 
switching them op the bare backs, 
flaying them from the shoulders to the 
hips. The young woman shrieked for 
mercy at every blow, but her appeals were 
vain until she sank fainting from pain. She 
received over fifty lashes and her shoulders, 
back and hips are frightfully lacerated. Old 
man McGuire was given about seventy-five 
lashes, he also fainting under the savage 
punishment. 

After the whipping the White Caps notified 
their victims that ifthey were found in the 
county after twenty days they would be hung 
up by their necks and left for buzzards to 
pick. This infamous whipping of a helpless, 
defenseless girl has created the most intense 
excitement at Leavenworth and in the neigh- 
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escape. Sader was stabbedin the 
felltothe floor.

NEWS OF THE COURTS. 


A Butler OCotinty Latid Oase—New Hearing 
Asked For. 


Judge Dillon rendered his decision to-day in 
the suit of the Oxley Stave Co. and others 
against Butler County and others, in which 
the title to large tracts of land in Butler 
County is in dispute. The plaintiffs are F. G. 
Oxley Stove Co., and Frederick G. Oxley, 
trustee. The defendants are the County of 
Butler and a large number of co-defendants, 
their names occupying nearly a page of 
closely type-written legal cap. The 
property in question, comprising 
many thousands of acres of 
swamp lands, was originally granted 
by Butler County to the Cairo & Fulton Rail- 
road. The title of the lands passed from the 
railroad to Mr. ©. P. Chouteau and from him 
to the plaintiffs in the case. 
The controversy was this: Butler 
County claimed that the Cairo & Fulton 
road had not complied with the conditions 
under which the grant was obtained. In 
view of this proposition the Iron Moun- 
tain Railroad secured a title tothe lands and 
transmitted it to the large array 
of co - defendants in the case. 
The suit was instituted in 
Butler County, and was broughit to St. Louis 
under a change of venue. The hearing of the 
case occupied several days. It was begun 
previous to Judge Dillon’s recent fliness, 
being interrupted by the Judge’s attack. 
After his return to the bench it was taken 
up and disposed of asto the hearing, the 
court taking it under advisement. Judge 
Dillion’ renders in favor of the plaintiffs, 
holding that the Cairo & Fulton title is the 
most perfect in law. 


New Hearing Asked For. 

A motion for 4 new trial was argued befors 
Judge Valliant to-day in the libel suit of 
Mitchell, Smith & Co. against the Bradstreet 
Co. Plaintiffs operated a general 
store at Sugar Loaf, Ark., and alleged that 
the Bradstreet Co., a St. Louis house, caused 
the statement to be circulated 
that they had assigned, which 
so affected their credit that they 
suffered great loss. They sued for $25,000 
damages and were awarded $5,500 at the trial 
ofthe case, The court took the motion for a 
new trial under advisement.

SCENE OF THE CALAMITY’. 


The Railway Wreck Near Effingham, IIL, 
Last. Night — Something About the 
Texas Militiarien Who Were on the 
Special Train—A Day’s Record. of 
Drownings—Casualties. 


WHITE HAVEN, Pa., June 30.—A disastrous 
explosion o6¢turred oh the Central Railroad 
of New Jersey late last night near Nesque- 
honing Junction, by which four men were in- 
stantly killed. Yard engine No, 3835 was 
shifting frieght, and had just passed out of 
the yard, in which there were several other 
engines and crews. When it reachéd Nes- 
quehofiing the fire underneath the engine 
boiler was noticed to be dying out and giving 
off a quantity of vapor. 

Fireman Pope got down from the cab with 
the intention of examining the boiler. He hag 
barely reached the door whena violent ex- 
plosion occurred. The four men who were on 
the engine were blown in every direction, 
The fireman has not yet been found, 

The names of the killed are as follows: 

Thomas Trip, Mauch Chunk) engineer, 

J. Pope, fireman, Linsford. 

Brakeman Gallagher, Mauch Chunk. 

Brakeman Smith, Mauch Chunk. 

The body of Engineer Trip Was found over 
100 yards from where the explosion occurred. 
His body was bruised afid crushed in 4 horri- 
ble matiner. The brakemen were found tn 
an opposite direction and by the wounds they 
received must have died almost instantly. 
Notrace of the fireman has yet been discov- 
ered. 

The engine itself was totally wrecked, the 
boller landing upon the mountain fully 300 
feet from where it had stood. Hadthe ex- 
plosion occurred while in the yard the loss of 
life would have been much greater. 


A CLOSE CALL. 


ACCIDENT TO THE TRAIN CARRYING THE TEXAS 
MILITIA TO INDIANAPOLIS. 


EFFInenaM, Ul., June 8.—What might 
have proved to be a frightful railway acci- 
dent occurred near the little town of Wood- 
bury, a few miles east of here, yesterday 
evening. A special passenger train ran into 
an accommodation which was too siow in 
getting on to the siding.

Lawyerse—Judge Olaiborne Drops a 
Hint About the Trial of Ex-Treasurer

Little Fred Burgdorfer, dark and bearded, 
bore himgelfbravely in the Court of Criminal 
Correction this morning as he waited for the 
case against him to be called up and the big 
soHtaire diamond in his shirt front seemed 
to glisten defiance to all the laws against 
pool-selling legislators could make. 
The lawyers who sat around the 
two tables between which Burgdorfer 
had his chair made an imposing array of 
legal talent. For the pool-sellers there were 
Judge James O. Broadhead and Chester H, 
Krum, and for the State Prosecutor,! B. 
Dierkes, Gov. Chas. P. Johnson, T. B. Har- 
vey and Charles T. Noland, The case came 
up at noon, when Judge J. R. Claiborne an- 
nounced that Attorneys Broadhead and Krum 
bad filed a motion before him to quash the 
information, on the ground that it was based 
upon an unconstitutional law. All the 
lawyers in the case at once grouped them- 
selves about the clerk’s railing, in front of 
Judge Claiborne, and Poolseller Burgdorfer, 
putting his hands into the pockets of his 
sack coat, rose from his chair and 
stationed himself within easy ear-shot. 

‘*Are you gentlemen ready to go ahead, or 
have you anything to say upon this matter?’’ 
asked the Judge. 

THE STATE NOT READY. 

“The State is not ready,’’ replied Prose- 
cutor Dierkes. 

**Are you?’’ inquired the Judge of the pool- 
sellers’ attorney. 

‘*Yes, we are,’’ said Attorney Krum. 

**The State wants at least ten days in which 
to prepare an argument on the motion,’’ 
Prosecutor Dierkes said. 

‘*‘lam willing to give all the time the at- 
torneys want, within reasonable bounds,’’ 
said Judge Claiborne. 

Attorney Krum objected to delay. He said 
that the attorneys on the other side had 
known for a long time that the defense would 
be based upon the unconstitutionality of the 
law, as he and his colleagues had indicated 
without reservation that this would be the 
line on which they would manage the case. The 
State had had ample time to prepare and its 
lawyers should be ready. If the law was a 
constitutional one it ought not to be very dif- 
ficult forthe attorneys for the State to show 
it. Of course the presumption of validity 
was in the law itself, and the burden of prov- 
ing it invalid rested on the defendant. They 
were ready to assume that burden. 

‘*Will Saturday suit you all?’’ asked Judge 
Claiborne. **No, i forgot, that is the Fourth 
of July.’ 

**The prosecution can’t possibly be pre- 
pared to argue the case by that time, any- 
way,’’ said Attorney Harvey. ‘‘This motion 
goes to the very life of the law, and 
if it prevails, the whole structure fails. 
Judge Krum refers tothe fact that the de- 
fense has been pweblic property for 
some time. That could give us no 
ground for arranging our argument. The 
case must be in court to a Ilarge 
extent before we can proceed. The 
defense has known what its line of 
procedure was to have been for months, and 
has had ample timeto prepare. The State 
asks only the necessary time.’’ 

‘‘Well, agree among yourselves,’’ said 
Judge Claiborne, ‘‘and the case will be set 
for that day.’’ 

The lawyers consulted and suggested 
Thursday, July 9. 

‘*That will do,’’ said the Judge. 

Attorney Noland protested. ‘‘Gov. John- 
ston andI will both be in Jefferson City on 


that day,’’ said he, ‘‘engaged with the trial 


Wednesday before.’ 

**Gov. Johnson has requested me toset that 
day for another case he has in this court,’’ 
said Judge Claiborne. ‘‘He said that he 
thought there was very little chance of the 
Noland case being tried at this term.’’ 

SET FOR THURSDAY, JULY 9. 

Attorney Noland withdrew his objection, 
and the case was set for the day proposed. 
‘*That’s all you want with me, is it?’’ asked 
Poolseller Burgdorfer of his lawyers, and 
receiving an affirmative nod from Attorney 
Krum, he ran down the wide steps of the 
Four Courts like a school-boy, climbed on hig 
bicycle and wheeled away to his poolroom, 

It t¥anspired from the gossip about the 
court room to-day that the general belief 
among the lawyers is that Gov. Johnson and 
T, B. Harvey are retained to prosecute 
Burgdorfer and sustain the law by some of 
the people who are interested in the race 
track at Brotherhood Park. Charley Noland 
makes no secret of his voluntary connection 
with the case, but Gov. Johnson and Attor- 
ney Harveyare notso frank. If the law is 
decided unconstitutional, and pools on East- 
ern races are allowed to be sold in St. Louis, 
the Brotherhgod Park race track will go 
up as quickly as the tails of the 
houses out there do when they &trike the 
stretch on the Russell avenue hill. If the law 
is upheld, the Brotherhood Park races may 
grow and become a big Western meeting, 
rivaling those of the Jockey Club. The park ’ 
can well afford to help the State to clip. the 
wings of the pool-sellersand force them for 
self-preservation to encourage home racing.

MANUFACTURERS HOLD OUT AGAINST 
THE SHORT-HOUR CLAUSE. 


Claims Presented by Both Sides—Effect of 
the Result Upon the Iron Industries of 
the Country—More Troops Called For to 
Protection of Black Miners in Washing- 
ton, 


PITTSBURG, Pa., June 80.—The scale confer- 
ence of the iron manufacturers and the 
Amalgamation Association 1s still in session, 
but up to noon no agreement had been 
reached. The old scale expires to- -night and 
preparations are being made to close the 
milis until a settlement is effected. This may 
be about a day or two and it may be a month. 
The manufacturers seemed determined to 
have the short-hour clause eliminated, not 
much because they object to it th emselves, 
but because its adoption would be an en- 
couragement for the eight-hour movement, 
to which they are opposed on general princi- 
ples. They are also opposed to it because in 
many cases it would make a reduction in the 
output, although the men argue that this 
would only be the case in some instances. 

James McCutcheon of Lindsay & McOutch- 
eon, says, if the scale is signed as presented, 
the cost of production would be increased 
12% per cent. He also claims it would bea 
loss to the men who work by theton. If 
there should only be seven heats instead of 
eight, they would of course receive less than 
their ordinary wages. There is considerable 
uneasiness about the scale to-day, everyone 
interested knowing that if it is not settled 
before midnight to-day, 100,000 men will be 
idle to-morrow. There are some places where 
the association will have trouble whether 
the scale is signed or not. 

At Steelton, Harrisburg and Pencoyd dis- 
satisfaction has reigned for some time and 
the new scale willonly serve toirritate the 
difficulty. It was reported that many of the 
manufacturers have been preparing for a 
strike by refusingto take orders, or at least 
to guarantee the completion of work ina 
limited time. There will bea lively fight at 
Duquesne for the recognition this year of this 
association, the lodge there having unanil- 
mously decided tostand out for this year’s 
scale. There are several hundred men af- 
fected in this mill, and the scale will be pre- 
sented for the firm’s signature to-day. The 
developments of to-day will be watched with 
interest, as upon them depends the move- 
ment of the manufacturers throughout the 
country. 


THE FRANKLIN RIOT. 


MORE MILITIA WANTED TO PROTECT THE 
NEGRO MINERS. 

SEATTLE, Wash., June 80.—The outlook at 
the Franklin coal mines is still threatening, 
and Col. Haynes has telegraphed here for an- 
other company of militia with more ammu- 
nition. There was no serious trouble yester- 
Gay, however. Porter Robinson, one of the 
mine bosses, was brought here charged 
with killing Tom Morris and Ed 
Williams, leaders oof Sunday’s riot. 
The fight lasted fully half an hour, 
resulting in the death of the two 
men named and the wounding of four 
strikers, two women and one colored guard. 
The trouble commenced on the arrival of the 
evening train from Newcastle with a number 
of guards who had escorted a load of negroes 
to the lattercamp. The guards say when the 
train was pulling into Franklin it was fired 
upon by some ofthe white miners from am- 
bush. The guards returned the fire from the 
windows, and when the train stopped at the 
depot the white miners commenced firing up- 
}on the negroes’ camp. The negroes went 
wild and could not be restrained by the 
guards. Securing their arms they poured 
volley after volley at their assailants and 
only ceased when the latter dispersed. Over 
a thousand shots were fired. 


ILLINOIS MINERS, 


OPERATORS’ TERMS ACCEPTED BY THE MEN IN 
THE SPRINGFIELD DISTRIOT. 
SPRINGFIELD, Ill. ,June 30.—It is understood 
that the miners of the Springfield district, 
who went out May 1, will return to work July 
lat operators’ term. These miners first made 
a stand for an eight-hour day and the oper- 
ators met them with a cut in the price of 
mining from 62% cents to 50 cents a ton. 
When the gross weight bill was pending the 
operators met and agreed to pay only by the 
day at the rate of $2.50 and $1.75. The miners 
have been standing out for a settlement in 
most of the mines and it is given out that the 
settlement had been made as above stated, 
under which the shafts would resume work 

under the day wage system. 


LAKE TUG FI FIREMEN. 
Cuicaco, lil,, Jume 80.—A local paper says: 
Firemen on three tug lines threaten to strike 
unless wages are increased from $50 to $60a 
month. Long hours and overwork are the 
grievance the men complain of. They allege 
that they are compelled to remain at their 
posts all day and all night, and rarely get a 
day off.

The Treasury situation which is bother- 
ing the administration so much and the 
concealment of which calls for so many 
changes in the form of the Treasury state- 
ment from month to month, is a mere trifle 
compared with the bankruptcy threatened 
by the Billion Dollar Congress. 

Already a glaring false entry is required 
to force a balance on the right side of the 
ledger. Over $50,000,000 entered as avail- 
able cash in the Treasury belongs to the 
national hanks, and represents nothing 
but a forced loan authorized by the Billion 
Dollar Congress, in aid of the trick of 
bookkeeping necessary to cover up that 
amountof deficit. The surplus of ever 
$100,000,000 inherited from the preceding 
admigtration did not include that note re- 
demption fund deposited by the national 
banks. The $100,000,000 has disappeared, 
and so much more besides that, even after 
seizing $50,000 ,000 belonging to the banks, 
the government is unable to redeem the 
$52,000 ,000 of its bonds maturing in Sep- 
tembr and is now negotiating with its 
creditors for an extension. 

What will the situation be when those 
deferred appropriations are called for? 
Two of these, the bounties to sugar and to 
steamships, will add $25,000,000 a year to 
ordinary and extraordinary appropria- 
tions otherwise enormously increased. 
With pensions already increased to $125,- 
000,000 a year aud the Pension Bureau 
openly run in the interest of jobbers in 
swindling pension claims, the situation 
plainly points not only to a cessation of 
debt reduction, but to a new increase of 
the public debt anda further increase of 
taxation, which 1s evidently the purpose 
of the bounty-grabbing plutocrats who con- 
trol and shape the policy of the party in 
power. 
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THE HOME FIRST. 

While Mrs. M. E. Leasp, the female 
apostle of Allianceism, has been devoting 
her whole time and energy to the task of 
reforming the country and equalizing 
wealth, her 15-year-old son is accused of 
endeavoring to equalize wealth by appro- 
priating the jewelry and cash of others.

NAVAL Al AFFAIRS, 


ADMIRAL M’CANN LEAVES THE SOUTH AT- 
LANTIC SQUADRON. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 30.—Orders have 
been sént to the Pensacola, now at Callao, to 
return to the United States and repair at the 
Mare Isiand (California) Navy Yard. Admiral 
McOann, whois commander-in-chief of the 
South Atlantic station, willaiso come tothe 
United States by steamer. The cause for the 
order is said to be the necessity for repairing 
the Pensacola, one of the old wooden ships, 
and the need for the services of one of the 
two Admirals now inthe South Pacific else- 
where. 

When the Chilian war broke out Admiral 
McCann was with his command on the coast 
of South America. By orders fromthe Navy 
Department he hastened around Cape Horn 
witb his flagship, the Pensacola, and repre- 
sented the United States Government in 
Chilian waters. Admiral Brown was Oom- 
mander-in-Chief of the Pacific Squadron, but 
when he later on reached Chilion the San 
Francisco he was subordinated to Admiral 
McCann by reason ofthe seniority of the lat- 
ter. 

Therefore Admiral McOann’s departure 
will leave Admiral Brown in command of the 
San Francisco and Baltimore, now in the 
neighborhood of the Insurgent head- 
quarters at Igquique. Admiral McCann was 
not ordered torejoin his station with the 
Pen sacola for the reason that it was feared 
that the repairs of the vessel might take a 
long time and, indeed, there is some doubt as 
to whether she can be refitted for service 
within the expenditure authorized by law. 


IMMIGRATION. 


INTERESTING STATISTICS IN RELATION TO AR- 
RIVALS COVERING THE LAST DECADE. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., June 30.—The Chief of 
the Bureau of Statistics has just issued some 
interesting statistics relative to foreign im- 
migration during the last decade. The table 
below shows the proportion of males to 
females which emigrated to this country 
from several countries of Europe. The Poles 
are included in the Russian immigration, al- 
though the greatest rtion of them were 
from Austria and Germany. From Ireland 
there came nearly as many females as males, 
while from Italy there were only 20in 100 and 
in Hungary only 26in 100.

TRADE AND PRODUCTS OF SOME OF THE WEST- 
ERN STATES. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 30. ~Among the 
many publications issued by the several de- 
partments of the Government the forthcom- 
ing report of the Bureau of Statistics on In- 
ternal Commerce will be of unusual interest 
tothe public. It is devoted to th® interests 
of the Pacific Coast incipdi g’ tiie States 
and Territories lying west o m Rocky 
Mountains and sets forth the “wonderful 
natural resources, including the’ forests, 
fisheries, mining interests and agricultural, 
manufacturing, commercial and fdnsporta - 
tion interests in that region. The work was 
begun nearly a year ago under a special act 
of Congress, appropriating $7,000 for the 
purpose, and their réport has fust been com- 
pleted and is now published. It isa volume 
of 1,200 pages or more. Papers by ex- 
perts have been prepared on the various in- 
Gustries of Alaska, Arizona, California, 
Idaho, Nevada, Oregon, Utah and Washing- 
ton and will appearin the gppendix to the 
main report. The portion devoted to 
Alaska is of peculiar interest § in 
that it contains the latest facts 
concerning that terra incognita of our Re- 
public. Aside from the seal fisheries com- 
paratively nothing has been developed as to 
the possibilities of this territory, even its 
boundaries are unknown. Enough, howev- 
er, bas been brought to light in the pages of 
this report to show she has within her 
borders evidences of great mineral wealth, 
and her fishery resources are scarcely to be 
estimated. While the report on Alaska nec- 
essarily contains little of statistical matter, 
yet it conveys a knowledge of the country and 
its people, which will be of interest and value 
to the general public. 

This report completes the series issued by 
the bureau on the States and Territories, the 
first volume of which was published in 1886.

NO APOLOGIES, 


Mr. Kurtz's Attempt to Compromise 
With Mrs. Frazer Fails. 


THE MUSICAL “STORM” CASE CALLED IN 
THE SECOND DISTRICT POLICE COURT. 


The Defendant Threatens to Wipe Up the 
Street With One of the Frazer Wit- 
nesses—His Wife Prevents Him From 
Doing Violence—The Cases Against 
Pitchers Stivetts and Neal Settled. 


The barometer in the Second District Police 
Court dropped ominously and a low wind 
walled through the rigging of the ship of jus- 
tice as the parties to the musical ‘‘disturb- 
ance ofthe peace’’ case of Frazer against 
Kurtz appeared upon the main deck this 
morning. The case centers and hinges upon 
a mutual fondness of Mrs. Kurtz and Mrs. 
Frazer for Weber’s stirring composition, 
‘*‘The Storm,’’ as a plano solo selec- 
tion for musical entertainments, and arises 
from a street-car quarrel following a con- 
cert at which ‘‘The Storm’’ for a second time 
crashed out from under Mr. Kurtz’s fingers, 
while Mrs..Frazer shrank before its ;fury. 
The elemental disturbance has now been 
transferred to the Second District Police 
Court, and its influence was felt to-day. As 
allthe parties to the suit flledin from the 
opening Skipper Paxson cast an anxious 
giance to windward from his station on the 
quarter-deck bridge. Chief Officer Mulvihill 
paced the main gailery anxiously, and Mate 
Huber tood a double reef in all his 
other legal papers and frowned down 
into the steerage with twice his usual 
severity of countenance. It was evident that 
all expected **The Storm’’ to open at once 
across the legal ocean, and were prepared to 
scud vider bare poles until its violence was 
exhe ‘ted. 

"ua it was a false alarm. Mr. and Mrs. 
Kurt". were accompanied by their lawyer, 
James C. Kerr, and Mr. Kerr at once stood 
up before Judge Paxson and asked for an 
other continuance. His clients had been un- 
able toserve notice on one most important 
witness, and they were consequently not 
ready for trial. Prosecuting Attorney Mulvi- 
hill demurred at this request for a second 
continuance onthe part of defendant and 
urged that the case goto trial. Judge Pax- 
son, however, thought it only fairto give 
Mr. Kurtz every chance to get his witnesses 
into court, and so instructed the two at- 
torneys to again agree upon a date to which 
it would be convenient to have the case con- 
tinued, 

They finally settled upon Friday, July 8, as 
the date and the legal rendition of ‘‘The 
Storm’’ was postponed until that day. 

It is possible that some settlement may be 
arrived at in the meantime which will take 
the case out of court altogether. It was 
stated to-day by the prosecution that Lawyer 
Kerr had already approached the Frazers

His client, Kurtz, offered. it is 
Frazer for the language he is alleged to have 
used to her on the street car, provided she 
would withdraw the charge of disturbing the 
peace now hanging over his head. The 
proposition was declined, itis said, but ne- 
gotiations looking to settlement outside the 
court will probably be reopened at once. 

After the case had been disposed of this 
morning there came near beinga lively scene 
in front of the Second District Police Court, 
according to the story of one of the princt- 
pals. Mr. Henry G. Kurtzgand his wife were 
standing waiting for a car at the corner, 
when 0. A. Kelley, a witness for the Fragcers, 
passed the couple.
